The funding bill which passed the Sen­ 
ate by a vote of .‘VS to IS was prepared by 
John Sherman though slightly amended 
after its introduction. It provides, in 
substance, “for the refunding of 200,000,- 
OOO of the 3!i i>er cent bonds in 3 lier 
cent bonds, but instead of being 30 year 
bonds as Sherman’s bill originally pro­ 
vided, the government can redeem them 
ut any time when no higher rate of inter­ 
est bonds are redeemable. At the present 
rate of reduction of tho public debt, the 
3 l; per cents would become redeemable 
is about three years. If the House passes 
this bill in its present shape, the govern­ 
ment will be put to the test of fi xating a 
short-time 3 per cent bond. The extend­ 
ed sixes, liable to be called any day and 
certain to bo called very soon, are at a 
premium of about 3 cents. 


Tho failure of tile State Senate to con" 
cur with the Assembly in the resolution 
appointing a joint select committee to 
consider tile temperance lulls which have 
been introduced thus 
far into both 
houses, has aroused a “storm of indig­ 
nation in temperance circles,” says a dis­ 
patch from Madison. A meeting of the 
supporters of the bills in the Assembly 
was held after the sessson on Friday, and 
definite action was resolved upon. Mr. 
Cabaan* will move, Monday evening, for 
the appointment of a select committee 
of the House, to consider this question, 
aud w hose duties will lie similar to those 
deputed to the proposed joint committee. 
The Nebraska liquor law, introduced by 
Mr. I ’rice, tho latter gentleman admits 
will not go through either house. His 
idea, however, is to effect a compromise 
with the other gentlemen introducing 
the less stringent bills, and thus to frame 
a bill that may stand a good show of 
passing.

or Mr. Addison's.

Turn to your Bartlett’s “Familiar Quota­ 
tions,” p. 2SS, and you will find, by a 
foot-note at the bottom of the page, that 
a certain Frenchman by the name of 
Pascal wrote; 
“ What a chimera is man! What a 
novelty—what a chaos—what a contra­ 
diction! Judge of all things, imbecile 
worm of the earth, guardian of the 
truth, collection of uncertainties, glory 
aud butt of the universe.” 
This dimly suggests the tone and 
movement of a passage in Hamlet; but 
tho suggestion is about us dim as it is 
possible for a suggestion to be.

That was done, and we have the sublime 
masterpiece: 
Chaos of thought and passion, ail confused 
Still by himself abus'd or disabus’d; 
(’rented half to rise and half to fall; 
Great lord of all tilings, yet a prey to nil; 
Sole judge of truth, in endless error hurl’d, 
The glory, jest, and riddle of the world. 
Don’t you really think you can do that 
kind of thing yourself, now? 
Hunt the 
literature of all ages through for plati­ 
tudinous thoughts, accustom your car to 
the mournful monotony of that particular 
metre, in your leisure moments look 
up antithetical expressions in Itoget’s

“ No, ma’am,” replied the girl behind 
the counter, “it’i tho picture of an ac­ 
tress.” 
The woman couldn’t have dropped the 
card quicker if it had been red-hot. 
“ Hero is a very pretty one that isn’t 
an actress,” tho sales girl continued. 
“ Who is she?” 
“ I don’t know; but slic’d not on Hie 
stage.” 
Tho photograph showed a beautiful 
face, ono unknown iii public perfor­ 
mances, yet manifestly lielonging to a 
Now York woman, for it was the original 
work of a well-known photographer. In 
a round of half a dozen stores where 
such pictures art* largely dealt in, only 
two more pictures of other than stage 
favorites were seen.

rapid selling thing now in the market. 
Her head in profile, with a languish­ 
ing expression on her face, and her back 
hair mussed, stands next in popular 
favor. Tho writer counted twenty-seven 
different aspects of Miss Anderson beauty 
in one Sixth avenue collection. 
Among the actresses who firmly hold 
their places before the camera are Lotta, 
Rate Claxton, Minnie rainier, Fannie 
Davenport and Maud Granger. 
Their 
faces are adaptable for photographing, 
and tho photographers are constantly 
putting them into new and bewitching 
jKises. AJongside them remains Hefty 
Tracy, aburlesqucr, with the countenance 
of a saint. 
The new ones that sell well 
are Adelaide Cary, Catherine Lewis. Eilie 
Elsler, Came Howard, Annie Pixley, 
the western star, and 
Ada Gilman. 
Many purchasers do not know or inquire 
whoso the portraits are, and have no fur­ 
ther interest than to get a pretty picture.

cal purpose. The editor of a Biddeford 
paper said, “there are more than IOO nim 
shops up aud down our streets,” and in 
Portland, the homo of Neal Dow, the 
writer was assured that there are more 
than 75 “club houses” where liquor was 
furnished. Vermont has a like prohibi­ 
tion law with like effects. 
In this connection it may be proper to 
refer to an experiment tried nearer to 
our own State. In 1874 Michigan had un 
exceedingly stringent prohibitory law. In 
his message to the Legislature, at the be­ 
ginning of the session of 1875, Governor 
Bagley said the United States Revenue 
department reported 6,144 places where 
liquor was sold, and lie estimated that 
$38,000,000 were spent for beverages in 
that State during tho previous year. He 
showed the evil and dangerous effects of 
having a law which the officers would not 
enforce, and which the people would not 
regard;

superseded 
by 
effectual 
license—which is working satisfactorily. 
In Wisconsin we have a mild taste of the 
Maine principle, in the Anti treating 
law—a law conceived, brought forth aud 
uurished on demagogism. A few days 
after this malformation made its appear­ 
ance in tho official paper, the dispenser 
of justice in a rural district in an obscure 
corner of our Commonwealth declared it 
unconstitutional, aud since that date the 
public has gone on treating and being 
treated without let, hindrance or moles­ 
tation.

Arrests 
for crime may bo much greater in ouo 
year under a cheap license, than tho 
next year under a stringent prohibitory 
enactment, aud yet they may bo not at 
all tho result of the laxity of restraint. 
Other conditions and circumstances may 
materially affect society so thut such a 
consideration would be almost complete­ 
ly obscured. It is but a few years since 
our country suffered from a panic. 
The 
entire population endured great liard- 
shii is from the reverses of fortune. Dis­ 
may, disaster and despondency held high 
carnival in thousands of 
households. 
Who does not recognize the tendency in 
the human mind to resort, in times of 
such depression and discouragement, 
when the present is without hope and 
the future is black with despair, to arti­ 
ficial means to buoy up tho spirits, and 
extract some happiness, however illusory 
and transitory, from existence? In such 
seasons, there is much excessive indul­ 
gence; and it is entirely removed from 
auy law which may bo on tho statute 
book. Now, however, business is nour­ 
ishing, men are employed, labor is re­ 
warded, general content and prosperity 
prevail; and there is less drunkenness in 
Maine and elsewhere. But tho result is 
entirely independent of legal provisions 
to secure 
prohibition.

not so generally true that drinking 
leads to disaster and deprivation as it is 
that disaster and deprivation lead to in­ 
toxication . 
While figures are not therefore at all 
trustworthy rn determining the compara­ 
tive results of prohibitory and license 
laws there are facts which disclose tho 
absolute inutility of all efforts to stop tile 
sale and use of spirituous beverages. Tho 
reports of the United States Internal 
Revenue commissioner show that if the 
officials of Maine very naturally fail to 
discover tho places where liquor is cold, 
the national govern ment succeeds iii col­ 
lecting a very respectable sum from that 
State in tho way of licenses.
